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Senators See Discontent Over Local Property Taxes 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the first of three 
articles based on a surv ey of Nebraska’s state 
senators. I

State .senators generally believ e that local 
p rop erty tax bills are the p rimary source of 
lax discontent in Nebraska. 
Hav ing tested the sentiments of their con­ 
stituents during the fiv e months since adjourn­ 
ment of the marathon 1969 legislativ e session, 
lawmakers p oint to three major factors giv ing 
imp etus to tax comp laints: 
—increased gov ernmental ex p enditures at 
all lev els, but p articularly by school districts. 
—increased p rop erty tax v a l u a t i o n s , 
esp ecially in rural areas, resulting from reap ­ 
p raisals. 


—disap p ointment 
and 
disillusion 
arising 
from the ap p arent lack of substantial p rop erty 
tax relief which had been anticip ated with 
enactment of a state sales and income tax 
sy stem. 
Thirty Particip ated 
Thirty of the 47 remaining members of 
the 1969 Legislature p articip ated in a surv ey 
undertaken by The Star. The rep lies were 
balanced with six from Omaha, fiv e from Lan­ 
caster County and 19 from outstate. 
Lawmakers 
generally 
agree 
that 
tax 
discontent is ev ident, although few are ready 
to classify it as a rev olt. 
Senators readily admit that there is general 
concern ov er the lev el of state sp ending (in­ 
creased salaries seem to be the most v ocal 
comp laint), but a lack of any real p ublic 


distress about current sales or income tax rates. 
Lawmakers also believ e that their consti­ 
tuents 
still 
hav e 
no 
understanding of 
the 
substantial amount of sales-income tax rev enue 
now being returned to local units of gov ernment 
by the state. 
$100 Million 
That assistance — now op erating at a lev el 
of some 
$100 million a biennium in direct 
p ay ments — does p rov ide p rop erty tax relief, 
senators note, but the relief has generally come 
in the form of holding down the increase in 
p rop erty tax es, rather than actually reducing 
the bill. 
“Obv iously inflation and rising local costs 
hav e been the reason that the reduction did 
not take p lace,” Sp eaker 
Jerome Warner of 
Wav erly 
p ointed out, 
"although 
imp rov ed 


serv ices, or p erhap s a lack of adequate serv ices 
p rev iously , has also been a factor.” 
Budget 
Chairman 
Richard 
Marv el 
of 
Hastings agrees with W'arner that the p ublic 
"has not been p rop erly informed” of the large 
amounts of sales and income tax rev enue being 
returned to local subdiv isions to help control 
p rop erty tax es. 
“The real comp laint is ov er local p rop erty 
tax es, and p articularly rural real estate,” Sen. 
Fred Carstens of Beatrice said. 
"The cry is now to mov e on the Legislature 
and demand relief from p rop erty tax es.” 
But, Carstens warned, such action would 
translate itself into “ a big jump in sales and 
income tax es.” 
Western Nebraskans are esp ecially up set 
by p rop erty tax dev elop ments.

Sources in 
Vientiane said last Monday that 
a U.S. AIE Sky raider was shot 
down ov er the p lain and its 
American p ilot p res'umed killed. 
Sketchy rep orts of the fighting 
on the p lain continued to trickle 
into Vientiane on Sunday , more 
than 40 hours after Its recap ture 
by the North Vietnamese. 
In its account, the Embassy 
said Maerkl’s H34 helicop ter had

Enum erators — 18 2 for Lan­ 
caster County alone — will p ick 
up the basic questionnaire that 
will 
be 
mailed 
to 
ev ery 
residence at the end of March 
and ask additional questions of 
residents at homes selected at 
random. 
Questionnaires 
and 
address 
registers 
will 
be 
forwarded 
p eriodically to 38 crew leaders 
by the enumerators during the 
three-to-fiv e week census p eriod 
for a quality control check.

Might Be Limited 
While 
President

dicated at his Jan. 30 news con­ 
ference a desire to p roceed with 
other ABM sites including those 
designed to p rov ide for defense 
of cities, sources indicated any 
request in this area might be 
limited to site acquisition. 
The Minuteman site p rotection 
is basically a defense against a 
Sov iet missile attack,, while area 
defense is designed more in case 
of an accidental launch or a Red 
Chinese attack. 
By confining the request to the 
two new ICBM sites, the ad­ 
ministration is try ing to fight 
this y ear’s ABM battle along the 
same lines as 1969 when the 
p rogram cleared the Senate on 
the 50-50 defeat of a mov e to 
limit it to research. 
Swift In Rationale 


ABM op p onents are known to 
feel 
they 
can 
score 
p oints 
against any shift in rationale 
that would stress the need for 
area 
defense 
against 
the 
Chinese. This was the ap p roach 
used two y ears ago by the 
Johnson administration in seek­ 
ing ap p rov al of the Sentinel 
ABM — the sy stem scrap p ed by 
the Nix on administration 
for 
Safeguard. 
But Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D- 
Ark., signaled the line of attack 
op p onents will take against ex ­ 
tension of the sy stem to the two 
additional ICBM bases when he 
noted recently that ev en Pen­ 
tagon scientists now doubt the 
Safeguard, 
as 
p resently 
en­ 
v isaged, 
can 
defend 
ICBM 
bases. 
Laird indicated that the Pen­ 
tagon p lans step p ed-up research 
on ABM radars, an area many 
ex p erts cited last y ear as one of 
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the 
weakest 
asp ects 
of 
the 
Safeguard sy stem. 
At the same time, he hinted at 
the p ossibility of ex p ansion of 
the Safeguard sy stem, which in 
addition to the four ICBM bases 
is env isioned as ev entually in­ 
cluding eight other continental 
sites, including one 
cov ering 
Washington, D.C., with p ossible 
Alaska and Hawaii sites. 
Laird claimed Sunday that the 
United States was ahead of the 
Sov iet Union in the technology 
needed to build ABMs. He also 
said he did not think dev elop ­ 
ment of the sy stem would hurt 
the bilateral arm s cut talks now 
going on with the Sov iet Union 
p articularly 
as 
it 
did 
not 
rep resent building of a new of­ 
fensiv e sy stem. 
The defense secretary warned 
that the Sov iets “ hav e gone 
ahead of us” in intercontinental 
ballistic missiles and that by 
1975 they would be ahead in such 
other fields as nuclear 
sub­ 
m arines.

“ In talking to my constituents, I feel the 
majority understand that the only way tax es 
can really be cut is to cut serv ices now being 
offered by gov ernment,” Luedtke said. 
“ Ironically , many of these serv ices came 
about as a result of the demands of some 
of the v ery p eop le who now cry the loudest 
about controlling sp ending.” 
Perhap s, Luedtke said, those p eop le should 
now suggest where state ex p enditures should 
be reduced or eliminated. 
“ I still get calls telling me to cut tax es, 
but requesting additional 
g o v e r n m e n t a l 
serv ices,” Sy as noted.

Jerusalem — Israel has called up on 
gov ernments, civ il airlines and p ilots 
organizations to help p ut an end to 
the terrorism that has been directed 
at air trav elers as a result of the 
Middle East conflict. 
The p lea came out of a cabinet 
meeting Sunday mornisg. It reflected 
the rage and dismay that has swep t 
Israel since a Swissair p lane bound 
for Tel Av iv ex p loded and crashed 
Saturday 
after 
taking 
off 
f r o m 
Zurich. 
Fourteen Israelis were among the 
47 p assengers and crew who died. One 
of the p assengers was identified as 
an Israeli only Sunday . 
The Swiss gov ernment has said it 
strongly susp ects sabotage, and was 
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there was an ex p losion aboard, causing 
the p ilot to try to return to the Zurich 
airp ort, reinforced the i m m e d i a t e 
susp icion of many Swiss that Palesti­ 
nian 
terrorists 
had 
sabotaged 
the 
aircraft. 
The claim by a Palestinian liberation 
organization that it had downed the 
Swiss airliner caused a wav e of in­ 
dignation in Switzerland that was not 
calmed 
by 
subsequent 
denials 
of 
Palestinian resp onsibility . 


“All fingers p oint at the Arabs.” 
the Zurich newsp ap er Die Tag said 
in a sp ecial Sunday edition. 
Nev ertheless, sp okesmen for the 50- 
man team of inv estigators from the 
Swiss Federal Air Office said Sunday 
night at Wuerenlingen that their sifting 
of the wreckage had failed to find 
any thing to account for the p ilot's an­ 
nouncement of an ex p losion in the rear 
of the aircraft.

was trailing smoke when it ap p eared 
out of the clouds cov ering the area 
just before it smashed into woodland.

of the p lane, followed by fire. The 
smoke that p oured into the crew's 
comp artment was blinding him, the 
p ilot was said to hav e told the control 
tower just before the crash. 


A member of a small sp linter group 
of Palestinian commandos said at first 
that his organization was resp onsible 
for sabotaging the p lane. Others in 
the organization later said that the 
claim was not true. 
Prem ier Golda .Meir said Sunda> that 
the fact that one of the Arab oiganiza- 
tions would want to take credit lor 
the disaster showed how far they hav e 
remov ed themslev es from the normal 
ethic of human society . 
A gov ernment sp okesman said Mrs. 
Meir would make a formal statem ent 
in the Knesset Monday .

Do y ou th ink “th e good old day s” are gone forever? If 
so. y ou may be wrong. Wh en y ou look at a story about 
inflation in a recent issue of U.S. News & World Rep ort, 
y ou wonder if someth ing of th ose old day s is not already 
back with us. 
Th e story is a series of interviews with American families 
across th e nation and h ow inflation h as affected th eir lives. 
.Most readers could add a h earty “amen” to th e statements 
of th ese families. 
Th e families are found in th e lower, middle and above- 
average 
income group s but th e situation is about th e 
same 
with all 
of th em. In th e p ast y ear, th ey h ave seen 
th eir 
standard of living slip p ing and h ave adop ted a cost-consciousness 
th at th ey never knew before. 
★ 
One family after anoth er h as indefinitely p ut off th e p urch ase 
of a new car. A New York man say s h e is th inking of 
not h aving any car at all because of th e h igh costs of owning 
an automobile in New York. 
Cutting corners in th e grocery store is anoth er p rominent 
p ractice. 
Powdered milk is being used in p lace of regular 
milk by 
many families. Steak is becoming a forgotten item 
by some and casseroles are soaring in p op ularity . 
Anoth er area taking it on th e ch in is in th e p urch ase 
of new cloth ing. Many p urch ases are being p ut off and wh en 
p urch ases are made, p rice rath er th an quality or sty le is 
gaining as a determining factor. Many h ousewives are turning 
to sewing wh ere at all p ossible. 
Home-buy ing, vacations and ap p liances are th ree oth er areas 
wh ere h ard-up families are finding a p lace to economize. Credit 
buy ing is taking it on th e ch in, alth ough most families ap p ear 
to h ave a backlog of such buy ing wh ich must y et be cleared 
up . 
★ 
Eating out h as been almost totally eliminated by some 
families. Oth er forms of entertainment and a wide variety 
of services are being ignored by families wh o find th at th ey 
are unable to keep up with th e increasing cost of living. 
To p ut th e th ing in a nutsh ell, many families are going 
back to a simp ler and less ex p ensive way of life. Th ey are 
returning, to a degree, to a standard and way of living more 
common p rior to World War II. 
Th ey may be doing th is from necessity rath er th an by 
ch oice but th e fact of its h ap p ening is just as significant 
as th e reason for it. Dep ending up on h ow p ervasive th is develop ­ 
ment becomes, it could strongly alter th e overall p sy ch ology 
of th e nation. 
Most of us can remember our own ch ildh ood h ouseh old 
and its differences with th e h ome th at we h ave establish ed. 
Pre-World-War-II p arents took a dim view of credit sp ending, 
looking at it as some kind of device belonging to th e devil. 
To buy someth ing for wh ich y ou did not h ave th e cash 
vvas a sh ameful th ing to do, in th e minds of many p eop le 
of th e 1930’s. 
★ 
Th is writer h ad never been outside h is native state until 
th e military caugh t h im for World War II. But it is noth ing 
for many ch ildren today to h ave traveled from one end of 
th e country to th e oth er, and may be even in foreign lands. 
With inflation p utting on th e p inch , th ere is less and less 
of th is. Th e h ome was once th e real center of life but affluence 
made a big ch ange in th ings. Now, inflation is again turning 
many h omes into th e focal p oint of life for both p arents and 
ch ildren. 
Th ere just isn’t th e financial wh erewith al to sup p ort th e 
nigh ts out th at once were taken for granted. 
Wh at is h ap p ening to a lot of p eop le is a fiscal conservatism 
th at was ch aracteristic of breadwinners wh o lived th rough th e 
dep ression of th e 1930’s. It may not be so deep -seated or 
drastic today as it was th en but it is an ex p erience, and 
one still growing, wh ich could p rofoundly affect th e nation 
in many and varied way s.

If th ere were only a few isolated cases of 
refuse p roblems in th e area, th ere would really 
be no p roblem. Th ere is no p roblem in oth er 
areas of th e city , for instance, wh en trash 
becomes a nuisance. 
Wh en th at h ap p ens, h ealth auth orities or 
oth er officials move in and th e p roblem is 
cleaned up or legal action is taken. But th ings 
h ave been p ermitted to go too far in th e Clinton 
area. 


So many p eop le are involved in th e ac­ 
cumulation of trash th ere th at th e city can do 
p ractically noth ing about it. It lacks th e man­ 
p ower and th e money to clean th e situation up 


and many area residents lack both th e money 
and motivation to clean th ings up th emselves. 
Th us, it is a p roblem th at h as gotten out of 
h and, simp ly because th e p eop le of Lincoln 
h ave let it get th at way . Th ey let it get th at 
way in ignorance, p erh ap s, but even th at is not 
an accep table ex cuse. 
How much better it w'ould be if we acted 
before social p roblems defied a solution. How 
much better it would be if we looked ah ead and 
took step s to p revent th e wh olesale deteriora­ 
tion of an area in any regard. 
A greater effort at p revention of social ills 
is certainly needed. Additionally , th e p roblem 
of trash and garbage accumulation in th e Clin­ 
ton area must be solved, and as rap idly as 
p ossible. If th is involves a tax subsidy , th at is 
th at and h ow to h andle it becomes th e first 
order of business.

Th e Oracle, B"ast High Sch ool student 
newsp ap er, took note of th e estimate th at one 
out of six Lincoln students wh o enter grade 
sch ool will not finish h igh sch ool and devoted 
substantial p ortions of its last two issues to th e 
drop out p h enomenon. 
In a series of stories, th e Oracle ex amined 
th e world of th e drop out, h is op p ortunities 
after drop p ing out, h is alternatives and th e 
causes of drop p ing out. One of th e more inter­ 
esting p ieces was a narrative by Oracle staffer 
Joy Sch afer, wh o told of h er ex p eriences of 
going th rough th e drop p ing-out p rocess on an 
undercover basis. 
“ No one I talked to knew th at it was an 
ex p eriment,” sh e wrote. “Th e staff decided to 
h ave me go th rough th e drop p ing-out p ro­ 
cedures mainly to get th e true reactions of th e 
p eop le involved.” 
Sh e concluded; “ Many new' questions were 
raised during th is ex p eriment. I was sh ocked 


and imp ressed by th e time th e teach ers and 
administrators sp ent with me, try ing to talk me 
out of drop p ing, encouraging me to stay , offer­ 
ing h elp . 1 wonder, th ough , would th e same 
consideration h ave been given a student wh o 
was disrup tive and really not an asset to th e 
class!* 
Are 
teach ers 
influenced 
by 
such 
th ings?” 
Tracing th e drop out step s of a disrup tive 
student, one not an asset to th e class migh t 
h ave given h er an answer, but Miss Sch afer 
raised a p oint, neverth eless. Policy p robably 
dictates a “y es” answer to th e first question 
and a “no” to th e second. Educators being 
wh at th ey are, th e p resump tion would be th at 
th ey would ap p ly equally th eir concern for a 
continued education to all students. We im­ 
agine, th ough , th at th e attitude of many p oten­ 
tial drop outs makes it all th e easier for a 
teach er or administrator to sign th e drop slip .

Outdoor Recreation 
Plan Bogged Down 


Washing ton — The Nix on ad­ 
ministration is in a q uandry 
over what to do about “ a na­ 
tionwide 
outdoor 
recreation 
plan” which cong ress ordered 
seven y ears ag o and which the 
Interior Department has finally 
completed, but which the Budg et 
Bureau is holding back because 
of its $ 6.3 billion price tag . 
In fact, the plan has become 
such a delicate and contentious 
subject 
that 
the 
Interior 
Department does not even want 
to talk about it, let alone send it 
up to the Senate Interior Com­ 
mittee 
which 
sponsored 
the 
leg islation 
o r d e r i n g 
the 
preparation of the plan. This is 
what has happened: 


Back in May , 1963, Cong ress 
passed a law declaring “ it to be 
desirable 
that 
all 
American 
people of present and 
future , 
g enerations be assured adeq uate i 
outdoor recreation resources.” 
Cong ress Directs 


To achieve this end, Cong ress | 
directed the Secretary of the ‘ 
Interior 
to 
(1) 
Prepare 
and 
maintain an inventory of out­ 
door 
recreation 
needs 
and 
resources: (2) classify these re­ 
sources to insure beneficial use, 
and (3) Formulate “ a compre­ 
hensive nationwide outdoor rec­ 
reation plan,” which was to be 
completed in five y ears. 


In 1968 , the five y ears having 
p a s s e d, 
t h e 
I n t e r i o r 
i)epartm ent's Bureau of Outdoor 
Kecreation notified the Interior 
Committees of the two houses 
that it had not completed the 
plan and asked for an ex tension. 


What plan the bureau had in 
mind at that time is not known 
because when Waller J. Hickel 
became Secretary of interior in 
1969, he had his own ideas and 
these dominated the plan that 
was finally completed in Aug ,
